with the intention of permanently settling in India : 
Provided that a candidate belonging to category ( c ) , ( d ) , ( e ) or ( 1 ) above shall 
be a person in whose favour 1 certificate of eligibility has been issued by the Gove 
- ernment of India . 

Certificate of eligibility will not, however , be necessary in the case of candidates 
belonging to any one of the following categories , namely : -- 

(1 ) Persons who migrated to India from Pakistan before the nineteenth day 
of July , 1948 , and have ordinarlly been residing in India since then , 

( ii) Persons who migrated to India from Pakistan on or after the nineteenth 
day of July , 1948 , and have got themselves registered as citizens of India under 
article 6 of the Constitution , 

( iii) Non - citizens in category ( f ) above who entered service under the Cov 
ernment of India , before the commencement of the Constitution , namely , the 26th 
January , 1950 and who have continued in such service since then without a break . 
Any such person who re - entered or may re - enter such service with break after 
the 26th January , 1950 , will, however , require certificate of eligibility in the usual 
way . 

A candidate in whose case a certificate of eligibility is necessary may be 
admitted to the examination and he may also be provisionally appointed subject 
to the necessary certificate being given to him by the Government."
